Since 
then, Mr. Boyd pointed out, the 
city has received notification of 
two license applications. In the 
first, they called attention of the 
state board to their Nov. 3 reso­ 
lution. In th e second they filed 
a formal protest. Both licenses 
were granted by the state board. 
Mr. Boyd said that the protests 
were no reflection on the appli­ 
cants but w ere based on the fact 
that there w ere 
more licenses | 
here already in proportion

population than is usually

practice.

WOULD FIND OUT 


In one case a reply was re­ 
ceived, acknowledging receipt of 
the resolution. No reply w as re ­ 
ceived to th e protest nor w as the 
city notified of a hearing.

SNAILS 


Some people don’t like snails, 
¡ but the shells are really beauti­ 
ful objects, and the snails have 
something to tell us about the 
history of our country. There are 
the native kinds; the snails which 
are a pest in gardens in California 
have 
been 
introduced 
from 
Europe. In the vicinity of Indio, 
the surface soil is full of snail 
shells. There are m illions of them, 
of several kinds. 
Some people 
think that this valley was, 
not 
very long ago, an arm of the 
sea, but all these snails are fresh 
w ater kinds, never found in the 
sea. The Dead Sea, the G reat.Salt 
Lake, and the Saltón sea 
owe 
their saltness to the fresh 
water 
flowing into them . It is the fresh 
w ater which has m ade the sea 
salt. How can this be? Because 
the w ater coming from the land 
carries the solution salts derived 
from the rocks and the soil. This 
is retained in the sea or 
any 
enclosed lake, and does not evap­ 
orate w ith the w ater. Hence the 
accumulation of salts. 
The former existence of 
this 
great lake in the Coachella Val­ 
ley suggests th at form erly 
o u r ! 
climate was more moist than at i 
present. Often evidence confirms 1 
this view, but at the same time 
the desert, as we understand it 
existed, 
perhaps 
more 
to the 
south. We are sure of this be­ 
cause the many peculiar desert 
plants and anim als could not have 
evolved in a short time, but must 
represent, since their beginning, 
a very long period. 
The 
m ountain 
ranges 
have 
their peculiar snails, 
becoming 
different as the result of isola­ 
tion. These are the larger sorts, 
as large as your finger nail 
or 
larger. The very little snails are 
not thus localized, because, 
al­ 
though they cannot travel far on 
their own motion, they are easily 
blown by the wind from one place 
to another. The sum m its of 
the 
ranges arc like islands in a desert 
sea, and on them m any interest­ 
ing things, many not yet known, 
may be discovered. Who will lead 
an expedition to the top of Mt.

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 


God is 
divine Love, 
infinite 
good. C hristian Science reveals 
to us th at good is the only power, 
the only action; and it gives life 
to all its ideas. God is good, not 
m erely as a quality or an a ttri­ 
bute, but as good itself. 
Hence, 
good is God. Seen in this light, 
good is the true antidote for evil 
and its 
m esmeric 
pretensions. 
Love true, spiritual good, and you 
worship God. Expect 
good, 
for 
God, good, is ever present. Give 
to Him all of your allegiance, all 
of your thought, all of your ex­ 
pectancy. Then you will be able 
to dem onstrate that good is the 
only real power in the universe. 
Do you believe in good 
and 
love it? Did you ever exclaim in 
w onder at good which cam e to 
you as the result of prayer? Have 
you ever heard grateful people 
singing. “I love to tell the story?” 
Fundam entally each and 
every 
one of us loves good. U nfortu­ 
nately, however, some have not 
yet learned that good is om nipo­ 
tent. 
* 
This understanding is a ttain ­ 
able, because in N ahum w e have 
these encouraging words: “The 
Lord is good, a strong hold in the 
day of trouble: and He know eth 
them th a t trust in Him.” 
It is w ell for you to believe in 
and love good, to understand th at 
your real self lives in and under 
the law of good. There is truly 
no other place to live, because 
God, good, is ever present. H u­ 
man experience would tend to 
disprove this statem ent, bu t h u ­ 
m an testim ony is unreliable. How 
can the ever-changing 
hum an 


m ind disprove an eternal fact? 
C hristian Science reveals good 
as God; and because good is God, 
Spirit, it is not cognizable by th e 
five physical senses or by the so- 
called hum an mind which con­ 
trols these senses. Therefore w e 
m ust look beyond them and b e ­ 
yond m atter, 
which is all th a t 
they cognize, to find and ex p er­ 
ience good. W here shall we look 
for good? Ju st w here good is, and 
th at is w here God is. In contrast 
w ith physical sense is true sp irit­ 
ual consciousness, and to 
this 
consciousness good is discernible 
and knowable. 
However, in hum an experience 
good m ust be sought, found, and 
dem onstrated. There are 
great, 
spiritual facts pertaining to m an; 
but as long as we believe th a t 
m an is physical, these spiritual 
facts are hidden to us. Through 
the study of C hristian Science 
these truths o r facts are revealed, 
and we are able to prove th a t 
they are available now and a l­ 
ways. But here is a call to active 
C hristian living, for we cannot 
drift and dream w hen we should 
aw ake and claim w hat we are as 
G od’s image, 
alw ays spiritual, 
never m aterial. 
Good w ill come to those 
w ho 
strive for good; meaning, 
good 
w ill come to those who aw aken 
to the presence of God and dem ­ 
onstrate in th eir lives that good 
is the only real 
power. 
T rue 
prayer is th u s spoken of by o u r 
M aster: “W hat things soever ye 
desire, w hen y e pray, believe th a t 
ye receive them , and ye 
shall 
have them .” P ray er for good is 
not asking for som ething w hich 
m an, God’s im age, does not have; 
bu t it is the aw akening of h u ­ 
m an consciousness to w hat m an 
now possesses. P rayer for 
good 
will open th e supposedly closed 
door to God’s love. Truly there 
is no closed door to good and its 
power. No evil, no condition, no 
experience in sin or disease, can 
shut the door to good, because 
good is om nipresent in true con­ 
sciousness. 
As we spiritually understand 
th at God, om nipotent good, is th e 
only real pow er in the universe, 
is all-know ing, all-wise, and 
is 
alw ays present and active in e x ­ 
pressing goodness, we see th a t 
man, the likeness of God, good, 
has all that G od gives and th u s 
is alw ays safe in the omnipotence 
of good. And the wonder revealed 
in this statem ent is that it is 
dem onstrable and is being proved 
every day 
by thousands upon 
thousands of C hristian Scientists. 


onstrates w hat w e 
affirm 
of 
C hristian Science, and nothing 
can substitute this dem onstration. 
I recom m end th a t each member 
of this C hurch shall strivei to 
dem onstrate by his or her prac­ 
tice, th at C hristian Science heals 
the sick 
quickly 
and wholly, 
thus proving this Science to be all 
that we claim for i t ” 
This recom m endation of Mrs. 
Eddy th at each m em ber of The 
M other C hurch should prove by 
his dem onstration the tru th 
of 
Christian Science, is one which 
should be given very careful con­ 
sideration. Those w ho understand 
any of the tru th s of 
Christian 
Science should dem onstrate that 
Truth, divine Love, alw ays gives, 
and we should accept w hat Love 
gives and express it to others. 
A C hristian Science lecture 
is 
not an entertainm ent, but an op­ 
portunity to learn m ore of God’s 
law so th at one m ay pu t the new 
understanding 
and 
inspiration 
into practice. If this is not done, 
then the lecture has not fulfilled 
its mission. 


Before m odern education touch­ 
ed one of our Indian tribes, the 
elders would send the boys out on 
the prairies or into the forest for 
a p art of their education. A t eve­ 
ning the elders w ould question the 
lads as to w hat they had learned. 
In 
this 
self-education 
they 
were instructed to listen, not just 
hear; to look, n o t just see. Thus 
should be our m ental attitu d e at 
a C hristian Science lecture, one 
of looking for th e inspiration and 
of listening for th e “still sm all 
voice” of Truth. 
C hristian Science is of no value 
to us unless it is used, unless its 
revelation of th e om nipotence of 
good is dem onstrated in 
over­ 
coming evil of any type. Spirit­ 
ual thoughts are beautiful, but 
they m ust not be allowed to be­ 
come daydream s o r w ishful th in k ­ 
ing; rath er they should be put 
to w ork to dem onstrate the power 
of good over error. The practice 
of C hristian Science involves for­ 
getting self in lifting the unreal 
load of sin, sickness, or death 
from the shoulders of someone 
else.

In "Science and H ealth 
w ith 
Key to the Scriptures,” 
M ary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder 
of 
C hristian Science, 
states very clearly the following 
(p. 332): “Jesus was 
bom 
of 
Mary. 
C hrist is the true idea 
voicing good, the divine message 
from God to m en speaking 
to 
the hum an consciousness.” And 
a t another place (p. 473) 
Mrs. 
Eddy further clarifies this point, 
stating: “Jesus is the hum an man, 
and C hrist is th e divine idea; 
hence the duality of Jesus 
the 
Christ.” 
The distinction betw een 
the 
C hrist and Jesus is one of enlight­ 
enment. The C hrist is eternal, 
w hile Jesus was born of M ary’s 
pure spiritual concept th at God is 
the F ath er of m an. Jesus w as 
subject 
to 
w eariness, 
hunger, 
loneliness at times, to suffering, 
and to doubt. The C hrist has a l­ 
ways dw elt in the presence 
of 
God, untouched by evil. Because 
of the advantage of his birth, 
Jesus w as able to m ake use of, 
to approxim ate the C hrist, 
to 
have a spiritual association w ith 
the divine, and so become C hrist 
Jesus, 
our 
M aster. 
C hristian 
Science does not take any honor 
or proper recognition from our 
Master, b u t explains his life, his 
character, his w orks, so th a t w e 
can m ore 
intelligently 
follow 
him. The same C hrist is present 
to bless us as it did Jesus, 
to 
lift us out of physical sense to 
the realization th a t m an is p er­ 
fect, the expression of God, good. 
The C hrist, the tru th about m an. 


enables us to express good, to be 
good, to stay good, because 
all 
th at God creates is good. 
How glorious is 
man! 
How 
w onderful to be just like God I 
H ave you ever paused to consider 
the glory of your real self, th e 
likeness of th e wonderful, 
th e 
only God? Such contem plation 
shows the m aterial sense of m an 
to be a trav esty of the spiritual 
reality. Man is not a m ixture of 
real selfhood and of som ething 
else entirely 
contradictory 
to 
th at selfhood. H e is not spiritual 
and m aterial at the same tim e, 
but he is his real self, which is 
alw ays kept as God’s image. This 
is all there is to him, the infinite 
expression of 
God. 
There 
is 
only one kind of man, the one 
of God’s creating. There is only 
one God, om nipotent good, 
and 
one man, w ho is spiritual 
and 
perfect. 
In The C hristian Science Jo u r­ 
nal for A ugust, 1912, in an article 
entitled “No E vil Pow er” th ere 
is a quotation from Mrs. Eddy, 
as follows: “D id you but know 
th e sublim ity of your hope; th e 
infinite capacity of your being; 
th e grandeur 
of your outlook, 
you would le t error kill itself. 
E rror comes to you for life, an d 
you give it all the life it has.” 
T hink of it, “th e infinite capacity 
of your being; the grandeur of 
your outlook!” 
How 
we 
m ay 
pause before th is vista—man, our 
real selfhood, the expressed im ­ 
age of good, altogether perfect, 
w ith no m ar o r even the possibil­ 
ity of blem ish—always like God. 


The Revelation of the Omnipotence of Good 


C hristian Science reveals that 
God is good and th a t good is God. 
The pow er of good is the pow er 
of God ever blessing its spiritual 
creation. Good is alw ays w ithin 
its own om nipresent realm 
of 
spiritual consciousness, th e divine 
Mind, keeping dominion over all, 
blessing all. 
God is alw ays expressing H im ­ 
self in goodness, and as we know 
God to be infinite Love w e find 
that Love is ceaselessly loving; 
otherw ise it would not be Love. 
Good is ever active, ever loving. 
We need not do anything to bring 
good into action, for it is already 
omniaction. Our work as students 
of C hristian Science is to m ake 


use of these fundam ental 
facts 
or truths. M usic, arithm etic, e n ­ 
gineering, and the arts have basic 
rules or facts always in opera­ 
tion in th eir own realms, 
b u t 
useless unless pu t into practice. 
C hristian Science gives us a 
definite, 
dem onstrable 
u nder­ 
standing of th e divine Principle 
of good by w hich we solve th e 
problem s of hum an experience 
and overcom e evil w ith good, th e 
om nipotence of God. This om ni­ 
potence is th e pow er of good, th e 
activity of Love. As we realize 
and dem onstrate more and m ore 
th e allness of good, we prove how 
easy and sim ple it is to be lo v ­ 
ing, to express good to others. 


Always honor w h at you know 
of C hristian Science. Do not ac­ 
cept the suggestion th at you do 
not understand sufficiently 
the 
divine Principle to m ake 
your 
dem onstrations. A ny understand­ 
ing of the tru th is of m ore power 
than all erro r com bined, because 
error has no pow er to w ithstand 
the intelligent application of what 
is true to hum an problem s. 
No 
density of darkness has ever put 
out a candle light. Y our realiza­ 
tion th at good is om nipotent has 
back of it the m ight of Truth. 
In the first W orld W ar I m et 
an old friend in one of our base 
hospitals. H e had been cited for 
bravery by m ore than a dozen 
nations in leading his troops far 
beyond th eir objective and hold­ 
ing the gain u n til th e lines were 
consolidated. 
H e 
said: 
“I did 
that w ith m y sm all understanding 
of C hristian Science. 
If I had 
had a b etter understanding of 
God’s law, w hat w ould I not have 
done?” At the end of the engage­ 
m ent he w as shot und er the left 
shoulder blade and th e ball and 
socket at the shoulder w ere shat­ 
tered. The surgeons stated that 
the bones w ould kn it solid but 
that there w ould be no rotation. 
W hen I m et him , he had about a 
one-half rotation, and six m onths 
later he had the full rotation of 
the arm at th e shoulder. He did 
his own w ork and m ade th e dem­ 
onstration of restoring th e ball 
and socket a t th e left shoulder 
w ith w hat he called his 
small 
understanding of C hristian Sci­ 
ence. Truly the w ords of Isaiah 
w ere 
revealed 
to 
him , “Arise, 
shine; for th y 
lig h t 
is come, 
and the glory of th e Lord is risen 
upon thee.” T here is naught to 
w ithstand th e 
om nipotence 
of 
good. 
The consideration of th e word 
“Principle” as a synonym 
for 
God is of great help in the heal­ 
ing w ork of C hristian Science. 
Through understanding the gov­ 
erning Principle of all creation, 
good is revealed to us as th e only 
pow er w ith no change in its char­ 
acter or operation, and it is also 
m ade plain to us th a t m an is 
alw ays like God, 
alw ays 
His 
im age; so held 
by 
unvarying 
Principle. Thus the divine image, 
man, is never m ore nor less than 
the likeness of God. 
W ith this understanding of the 
control of Principle, w e do not 
try to heal m an, n o r to m ake a 
sick m ortal perfect; b u t rather 
we realize the im possibility of 
the real m an experiencing any 
sickness. A ccording to Principle 
a condition is real and good, or 
it does not exist—it is, or it is 
not. M an is like God, never un­ 
like Him. M an can n ev er be out 
of heaven, for 
it is th e 
only 
home he can know, th e only place 
he can be. This tru th is based 
upon the om nipresence, the all­ 
ness of God, good. The real man 
is your tru e selfhood, perfect in 
every w ay. W hen th is tru th 
is 
scientifically know n, th ere 
will 
be no attem pt to heal the image 
of God, bu t the need w ill be seen 
to destroy the erroneous sugges­ 
tion w hich insists th a t m an 
is 
sidk. In healing 
sickness, 
no 
reality, no true substance, no life 
or intelligence is destroyed; it is 
the false belie’: th a t m an is im­ 
perfect and subject to the con­ 
ditions of th at belief w hich is cast 
out of consciousness. 
In our healing w ork w e do not 
start w ith th e acknow ledgm ent 
of sickness to obtain health, but 
we begin w ith health, w ith har­ 
mony, the natural, spiritual sta 
tus of man, to prove it true. By 
so doing one does not struggle 
to m ake m atter spiritual, or evil 


The Christian Scientist 


We are C hristian Scientists on­ 
ly as w e utilize the law of good, 
express harm ony, reform the sin­ 
ner, and heal the sick. If w e are 
not practicing these tru th s in some 
degree, then w e are not Chris­ 
tian Scientists. 
A person 
was 
once heard to say th at he w as a 
wonderful musician, but admit- 
ed upon questioning that he play­ 
ed no musical instrument, 
did 


not sing, compose music, or con­ 
duct an orchestra. In spite of his 
negative answ ers, he still incon­ 
sistently insisted th at he w as a 
w onderful m usician. 
. 
In the M anual of The M other 
Church, 
The F irst Church 
of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, M as­ 
sachusetts, Mrs. Eddy, its author, 
w rites (p. 92): “H ealing the sick 
and the sinner with Truth dem - 


good; he aw akens to the fact that 
in tru th 
m an 
is spiritual and 
good in every w ay. There is no 
separation betw een God and man, 
no lost condition of good for man 
to regain. 
It would appear at tim es that 
w e become m esm erized by the 
suggestion that w e are in distress, 
and then we w ork ever so hard to 
be rid of a condition w hich in 
reality we 
do not and cannot 
possess. All th a t is necessary is to 
become conscious of our real self­ 
hood and live it in dem onstra­ 
tion. There is in reality no sick 
man, for m an, G od’s image, is 
alw ays well. 
As w e see th a t m an reflects 
God, w e see th a t m an expresses 
good only. O ur M aster, 
C hrist 
Jesus, perceived the expression of 
the om nipotence of good, and the 
qualities which he knew he pos­ 
sessed he recognized as present 
in others. It is evident that he saw 
the creation of God expressed in 
man. It is possible for all to do 
likewise. 
It is w ell to m aintain th at 
the 
real m an can have only good, and 
as we understand this tru th and 
hold to it, w e shall not accept 
any evil condition as true or even 
as tem porarily touching m an and 
then endeavor to overcome 
it. 
John th e B aptist gives us an il­ 
lum inating statem ent: 
"A m an 
can receive 
nothing, 
except it 
be given him from heaven.” Be­ 
cause w e can receive only good, 
only love, from heaven, it is evi­ 
dent th a t the only condition that 
m an can have is good. M an can­ 
not have, cannot receive, sin, sick­ 
ness, o r any o th er untow ard con­ 
dition from th e governing P rin ­ 
ciple, good. In other words, m an 
can have only w h at God gives, 
can have only harm ony. 
Mrs. 
Eddy in her textbook gives us a 
pow erful corroborative statem ent 
(p. 539): “God could never im ­ 
part an elem ent of evil, and m an 
possesses nothing which he 
has 
not derived from God.” M an has 
all th at God gives, and as God is 
good, then good is the gift of in­ 
finite Love to m an. 
Some years ago there w as liv­ 
ing on Cape Cod á w om an 
of 
much experience, who w as great­ 
ly loved and 
revered 
by 
her 
townspeople. She was asked for 
the reason of this very evident 
affection—for th e governing im ­ 
pulse of her life. T hen she 
told 
that as a little girl she w as sit­ 
ting by the knee of an aunt who 
read to her an account of another 
little girl who had saved 
the 
life of a playm ate. W hereupon 
the niece exclaim ed, “Oh, if I 
could do som ething big like th at!” 
The au n t out of h er wisdom call­ 
ed attention to a high hill behind 
the tow n from w hich a 
w hite 
flag w as flown by day and a light 
was shown by night to guide the 
fisherm en home. Then the 
girl 
was told that th ere was no large 
rock or stone in the hill, 
just 
little pebbles o r grains of sand. 
And continuing, the aunt said: 
“Let your life be so full of little 
acts of kindness th a t in tim e your 
life w ill lift itself as a hill to 
guide m en hom e to their God." 
And so the child, grown to w o­ 
manhood, had so lived th a t 
her 
deeds 
of loving-kindness 
had 
greatly helped h er fellow man. 
Does not this tru e story illus­ 
trate the beauty and pow er 
of 
daily dem onstrations of the n a­ 
ture of man as th e child of God? 
The dem onstration of the om nipo­ 
tence and activity of good leads us 
to the heights of grandeur, 
the 
vision of loveliness. In so living 
men w ill be led to look beyond 
our little acts of kindness 
to 
the great G iver of all good. 


have tried for centuries to 
be 
C hristians w ithout having an un­ 
derstanding of divine Science to 
support their efforts. On the oth­ 
er hand, there should not be the 
endeavor to be scientific w ithout 
being Christian. We need to be 
C hristianly scientific, as well as 
scientifically Christian. Christian­ 
ity and true Science can never be 
separated, for they are identical. 
Good is alw ays giving spiritual 
ideas to man, w hile evil claims 
to present its allurem ents for our 
recognition. W hich is w orthy of 
acceptance? 
The 
first 
always 
blesses us w ith good; the second 
causes 
us 
to 
experience sin, 
sickness, and death. In the silent 
cinem a we are first placed in al­ 
m ost total darkness before 
the 
picture is projected upon the sil­ 
ver screen. The picture is made 
of lights and shadows; there is 
no reality to it, no man, woman, 
child, or building—just lights and 
shadows. Y et we are uplifted or 
debased; we laugh or w e 
weep 
over the sense of reality that we 
pu t into those lights and shadows. 
Consequently we m ust observe 
carefully the lights and shadows 
w hich m ortal mind would project 
upon the screen of our conscious­ 
ness, reject the false, and let our 
living reflect God’s glory. 
We express wisdom if we look 
for and expect the presence 
of 
good. One of the first Christian 
Science lecturers appointed 
by 
Mrs. Eddy was at one tim e being 
com m iserated by a student who 
claim ed to know all about the 
evil which the other had to meet 
in his pioneer lecture w ork—the 
hatred of Truth, the malice, and 
envy that attended his efforts. 
The lecturer stopped the person 
by saying, “Yes, I have a great 
deal to meet; I have to m eet Al­ 
m ighty God every m om ent.” And 
because of this m anner of know­ 
ing, he was a valiant soldier of 
Christ. We too m ust m eet good 
every moment. 
There is no law of punishm ent 
to be inflicted upon one w hen he 
accepts or speaks the tru th 
to 


another. There is only one tru e 
law —the law of good. We w ere 
not punished w hen we learn ed 
the simple rules of arithm etic o r 
w hen we spoke of or put 
those 
rules to use. We need not be su ­ 
perstitious about evil and give 
it power, for pow er belongs to 
God alone. M ortál mind w ould 
condemn us to evil, to sin, 
to 
disease, to all types of distress, 
b u t there is no law of condem na­ 
tion, for God, th e only creator, 
never made such a law ; evil b e ­ 
cause of its inheren* nature con­ 
dem ns itself to failure, to d e ­ 
struction. 
Disobedience to divine law is 
sin and alw ays brings its ow n 
punishm ent; w hile obedience to 
divine law brings peace, 
joy, 
and well-being. M uch evil is p re ­ 
sented to m ankind in the 
nam e 
of good, which, if indulged, tu rn s 
upon its victim. Sin is accepted 
only because of its false prom ises, 
and one must be alert to evil, and 
its claims should be vigorously 
exposed and destroyed. 
Today, 
not tomorrow, is th e time to d e ­ 
stroy the m esm erism of 
these 
false promises and cast them from 
us as having no attraction. 
The children of Israel 
a fte r 
th eir escape from Egypt looked 
back many tim es to their form er 
bad condition, th u s keeping those 
conditions alive in memory. In 
a sim ilar m anner does the hum an 
race keep some old resentm ent, 
fear, or sin alive in thought. W hy 
do we look back w ith resentm ent 
or despair, or look forward w ith 
fear to an 
unknow n 
future? 
Many, m any persons have 
been 
healed when they no longer k ep t 
Egypt alive in th eir thoughts. A t 
this very m om ent God is express­ 
ing infinite good for our benefit. 
It is well to ask ourselves, How 
m uch of th at w hich is good a re 
w e taking, or of how much are 
w e allowing a past or a future to 
rob us? The scientific C hristian 
is not afraid to p u t his full tru st 
in the om nipotence of God and 
w alk the way w ith good. 


Our Place in Mind 


W here do we place ourselves 
m entally? In m atter or in Mind? 
It is well to ponder w hat we think 
God to be, w hether He is infinite 
Mind 
or 
a 
hum anly 
circum ­ 
scribed being subject to hum an 
frailities and changeableness. It 
is w ell also to consider w hat we 
th in k of ourselves. Are w e physi­ 
cal, or are we spiritual, prim arily 
and eternally the im age of God? 
T he value of considering our­ 
selves as God’s image, of rightly 
placing ourselves in the realm of 
protective good, m ay be illust- 
trated by the experience of 
a 
w om an who w ith her husband 
called upon a C hristian Scientist 
and asked m any questions about 
C hristian Science—its value, its 
practicality, w hat one could ex­ 
pect from it. The couple returned 
to their home on the farm . A 
few days later the w om an started 
a fire w ith the aid of kerosene. 
W hen the resultant 
blaze was 
over, she w as to physical appear­ 
ance badly burned on the 
face 
and neck. The husband had no 
one to send for help and 
the 
nearest neighbor was miles away. 
H e did w hat he could humanly, 
w hich was 
practically nothing. 
A bout 
m idnight 
the 
woman 
ceased her moans and said: “I 
do not understand all th at 
the 
C hristian Scientist said, but some 
of it I do. He said th at a Christian 


Scientist understands that he is 
under God’s law, th at God p ro ­ 
tects him and gives him 
good: 
th at man is the image of God 
and has w hat G od gives. From 
now on I am a C hristian Scientist 
and I take the good which God 
gives.” 
A fterw ard in describing the e x ­ 
perience, the husband said th a t 
as he sat by his wife's bedside 
h e was conscious of the subsi­ 
dence of the blisters and d isap­ 
pearance of the w ounds, and knew 
th a t 
his 
wife 
w as 
sleeping 
peacefully. He said: "It was like 
a windowpane, one m inute soil- 
•ed, the 
next 
m om ent w ashed 
clean. It was as if th e hand of 
God swept lightly over my w ife’s 
face.” And then he told of how 
later, w hen the daw n came, he 
sank on his 
knees in tearfu l 
gratitude, for h e knew th at 
a 
new day had daw ned for both of 
them. 
Two days later this radiantly 
happy couple called upon 
th e 
C hristian Scientist and fold of 
th e dem onstration. There w ere a 
num ber of places m ore than tw o 
inches in diam eter th at had new 
skin, not tender, only not 
y et 
tanned by the sun. Did not th is 
w om an consciously place herself 
w ithin the om niaction of 
good 
and have her freedom ? Did she 
n o t 
prove 
the om nipotence of 
good? 
Freedom 


Rightful Scientific Living 


C hristian Science teaches us to 
be 
w ell-balanced 
C hristians;1 
enables us to understand and hold 
our vision of G od’s allness and 
of m an’s perfection. On the moun- 
taintop of inspiration w e see the 
vision of the 
om nipotence 
of 
good, bu t we grow th e crops of 
dem onstration in the valleys. The 
M aster had his glorious experi­ 
ence on the M ount of Transfig­ 
uration, bu t the *ick w ere w ait­ 
ing and w ere healed a fter he had 
descended from 
th e mountain. 
We progress step by step, demon­ 


stration by dem onstration. 
This 
is not done by having our heads 
in roseate clouds, dream ing of 
the allness of good, but w ith feet 
well planted on th e ground 
of 
endeavor. O ur religion m akes us 
first healthy, norm al individuals, 
full of 
compassion 
and 
good 
w orks; it enables us to be 
good 
neighbors, good citizens, to 
be 
successful in rightful und ertak ­ 
ings, before w e attain the 
full 
realization of th e kingdom 
of 
heaven w ithin. 
The inhabitants of 
the w orld 


In our w ork to 
purify 
our 
thinking it is wise to tu rn to­ 
w ards 
and 
accept 
spiritually. 
W rong physical conditions 
are 
due to wrong thinking; therefore 
w e m ust not endeavor to heal 
th e effect but to 
correct 
its 
cause. It is better to purify w ater 
at its fountainhead than at 
its 
point of use. 
If one w ere in a swam p 
and 
clim bed out onto firm ground, 
th e swamp would not go with 
him ; its nature would keep 
it 
back. Even so, as w e climb out 
of the bog of m aterial belief onto 
the firm ground of spiritual un­ 
derstanding, sin, sickness, 
evil 
cannot go w ith us, for the inher­ 
en t nature or falsity of all error 
keeps it from going into 
God’s 
presence. If one steps out 
of 
darkness 
into 
the 
light, 
the 
darkness cannot follow, and it is 
powerless to stop progress. 
It is sometimes asked, How can 
m y thinking 
bring 
a 
disease 
w hich I never thought of, or of 
w hich I had not even heard? We 


do not have to th in k of or fear 
a specific disease to have it. If 
w e believe we live in m atter, 
then the door is open for all th e 
errors inherent in such a 
belief. 
The understanding of 
C hristian 
Science gives one a spiritual b as­ 
is of thought and closes the door 
to all suggestion of e v il T h ere­ 
fore, if our lives are controlled 
by physical thinking, we should 
not bei surprised at conditions 
w hich are presented. On the o th ­ 
e r hand, how ever, if our thoughts 
have an upw ard trend, are sp irit­ 
ual, our acts th e dem onstration 
of the power of God, then 
o u r 
collective surroundings will 
be 
harm onious and th is environm ent 
of good w ill b ring to us glories 
and joys unknow n, unthought of 
before. Let our inspiration 
be 
alw ays new, acknow ledging th e 
fact that the only real environ­ 
m ent man can h av e is good, an d 
th u s expose and reject the false­ 
hood which 
w ould 
Insist th a t 
m an lives in m atter instead of in 
the kingdom of good. 


The Great Religious Leader

lifted above the unreal to 
the 
experience belonging to 
God's 
children, the spiritual image and 
likeness of good. Prayer is 
the 
demonstration of 
God’s allness 
and 
man’s 
perfection. 
Prayer 
gives to 
each 
individual 
the 
needed strength and wisdom to 
meet his daily problem. 
Christian Science is a healing, 
sustaining power for the young 
man in our armed forces, in what­ 
ever branch he may be. Many 
new problems are before him for 
solution; a new adjustment was 
necessary, for he was suddenly 
cut from his old ties. Quite natur­ 
ally he reaches out for something 
to hold to, searching for a living 
force which will comfort 
him 
and carry him through safely. 
Our young men are fighting 
for right, for the recognition and 
acceptance of good on the part 
of the peace-loving people 
in 
every nation. And because our 
men are so engaged, they are on 
God’s side, and being on 
His 
side they are aligned with true 
power. Thus they become better 
soldiers, acting with courage, wis­ 
dom, and insight. 
Our soldiers need certain mili­ 
tary training to do their part in 
crushing paganism, but they al­ 
so need spiritual understanding, 
which makes them conscious of 
the supremacy and presence of 
God. His love does not withdraw 
itself from them because 
they 
must fight to defend the freedom 
of men under a righteous govern, 
ment. 
God is knowable, and as He is 
approached, assurance grows that 
the promises contained in the 
ninety-first Psalm are demon­ 
strable. It is found that there is 
a secret place in good, hidden 
from evil; that the wings of mercy 
are a protection, and that 
fear 
whether by day or night does not 
march w ith those who have faith 
in God. Fear cannot touch 
the 
thought of a soldier, sailor, 
or 
marine who keeps company with 
the Christ, who keeps well with­ 
in the presence of God’s deliver­ 
ance. 
And those of us at home—let 
us know these truths about our 
armed forces. In this way we help 
them with our prayers.

Scientists in deed and in truth, 
the glory of the Lord shall rise 
upon us and we shall express the 


kind, tender, loving, but omnipo­ 
tent power of good which is “a 
rod of iron” to all evil. Let us 
awake to our true sonship and 
express the glory of the begot­ 
ten of the Father. 
“And I heard a great voice out 
of heaven saying, Behold, 
the 
tabernacle of God is with men, 
and he will dwell with them, and 
they shall be his people, and God 
himself shall be with them, and 
be their God.”
